Manila, May 3.—In a two-hours' con- 


ference between General Otis and Gen- 
eral Luna's envoys this morning Gener- 
al Otis adhered to his refusal to recog- 
nize the government of the insurgents. 
The Filipinos now ask a truce of three 
months 10 enable Aguinaldo to summon 
the congress and consult the leaders 
of other islands. The envoys admitted 
the contention of General Otis. Again- 
aldo has little control of affairs, outside 
of the island of I^uzon. The question 
of the release of the Spanish prisoners 
was discussed. Colonel Arguelles said 
he considered them in the same cata- 
gory with the Americans, the United 
States being successor to Spainjs do- 
minion over the islands acquiring by 
treaty all Spanish rights and obliga- 
tions. 


Envoy* '.Throw OfT tfte Blask. 


Manila, May 3—The Filipino envoys 


have abandoned the pretense, under 
which they came to General Otis, that 
they represented General Luna and to- 
day announced they came as represent- 
atives of Aguinaldo himself. The two 
envoys used all their wiles to secure a 
reply from General Otis to a letter 
of Senor Habini, Aguinaldo's prime 
minister of foreign affairs and dictator 
of his cabinet, which was presented to 
General Otis yesterday, but General 
Otis refused to make the reply on the 
grounds 
that to do so would be 


equivalent to recognition of the so- 
called government of the Filipinos.-] 
Colonel Arguelles said that Aguinaldo 
would be overpowered in time ,but that 
he would be able to liold out a month 
unless given peace with dignity. Chair- 
man Schurman of the Philippine com- 
mission says that the interviews ac- 
corded to the Filipino envoys will have 
a good moral effect in tending to con- 
vince Aguinaldo's representatives that 
the American authorities mean to give 
the Filipinos good government, not of 
the Spanish sort.

UNDOUBTED 


CHANDLER'S 
OPINION 


Bui Edward Atkinson Will Not Botna 


His Head More About the Matter 


and Speaks of the Advertis- 


ing His Pamphlets Got. 


Boston, May 3,—Edward Atkinson's 


attitude in view of the action taken in 
thepamphlet question is calm today. He 
said he would not bother his head fur- 
ther about the matter. He thinks the 
advertisement received will push the 
circulation of the pamphlets by hun- 
dreds of thousands. 
He doesn't see 


why the newspapers, which printed the 
matter which Uuncle Sam sees fit to 
label traitorous and seditious, are not 
in the same boat with him. He has re- 
ceived a telegram from a big western 
paper asking, "Will you leave America 
to avoid arrest?" but has not answered 


yet. 


Undoubtedly Treasonable. 


Washington, May 3.—Senator Chand- 


ler of New Hampshire, speaking to- 
day of the order prohibiting the send- 
ing of the literature .by Edward At- 
kinson to the Philippines said that in 
his opinion the sending of such was un- 
doubtedly treasonable, but it would be 
foolish to prosecute Atkinson and his 
associates. The literature might create 
dissension among the troops in the 
Philippines. 


Tne tflree pamphlets, copies of'which 


have been prohibited in the mails for the 
Philippines, are those which have th« 
following titles: "Criminal Aggression 
by Whom?" "The Cost of a National 
Crime" ar.il "The Hell of War and Its 
Penalties." These, unless something 
should develop to necessitate further ac- 
tion, may be circulated 
through the 


mails within tihis country. According 
to Mr. Atkinson's own statement a large 
number of pamphlets have been s«nt out 


The matter was brought to the atten- 


tion of the postal officials by the war de- 
partment, whose authorities were great- 
ly exercised, with a suggesion that some 
action be, taken. It is thought that 
there is little possibility of any of these 
publications getting past the Seon Fran- 
cisco office, but if a few should the mili- 
tary authorities in the Philippines will 
promptly suppress them. 


Postmaster General Smith made this 


statement: "These pamphlets actually 
Incite to mutiny and it would be utterly 
unjustifiable to permit their circulation 
among the soldiers in the Philippines. 
Their circulation is a: movementtjj, in- 
duce the soldiers to-disoibey orders, and 
in effect to embarrass and resist the 
government in whose service they are 
engaged.' Their circulation, except in 
the mails ttfr the Philippines, is not in- 
terfered with, because, in being sent to 
Manila, they are destined for soldiers 
fighting our battles, but in this country 
the effort to incite to mutiny could have 
no result. Not only are they designed 
to incite to mutiny the American sol- J 
diers in those islands, but also to foment 
and encourage insurrection on the part 
of the Filipinos themselves. Such se- 
ditious literature as that now estopped 
might have an effect on the forces we 
now ar-fl dealing with that would be in- 
calculably to their advantage and cer- 
tainly would tend to stimulate and 
strangthen their already weakening op- 
position. The law covering the case is 
ample. What action might be taken— 
and the offense is of the igravlst charac- 
ter—is not to be discuosed. I do not be- 
lieve there is any intention to prosecute 
Mr. Atkinson as the matter now stands. 
The authority to do so, however, is plain. 
He not only attacks the president and 
the government in the most violent 
language and disputes the national 
policy, but also calls on the American 
troops to defy the government. Cer- 
tainly this government is empowered to 
stop or check, as it sees fit, the circula- 
tion of these seditious publications." 


The attorney general 
was asked 


whether the disseminators of the offen- 
sive literature would be punished. He 
answered that it would be perfectly law- 
ful to punish them under section 5334 
of the revised statutes, which provides 
imprisonment for 10 years, a fine of $10,- 
000 and debarment from holding any 
federal office for "every person who in- 
cites, sets on foot, assists or engages in 
any rebellion or insurrection against the 
authority of the United States or the 
laws thereof or gives aid or comfort 
thereto." 


"Do you intend to apply all these 


penalties to Mr. Winslow, Mr. Atkinson 
and the other gentlemen engaged in 
the propaganda?" he was asked. 


"No'," he replied, "they have actually 


done no harm, and we are not disposed 
to magnify their importance if now that 
they have, discovered that they are 
breaking the laws of their country they 
leave oft* and conduct themselves reason- 
ably. 
They have acted like a parcel of 


children and we shall be merciful as 
we are to children in such circum- 
stances."

Perhaps there is not a woman ia this 


country or in the world, whether ac- 
tress, professional beauty, queen or 
princess, who has been photographed as 
many times and in as many different 
poses as has Mrs. Dcwenico Bonnano. 
In Mrs. Bonnano's case it was nothing 
but a tribute, first, last and all the 
time, for in each instance she was pho- 
tographed only because she was beauti- 
ful. 
Moreover, the photographer was a 


recognized authority on female beauty, 
a past grand master of the art of pho- 
tography, a magician of lenses. 


He was Napoleon Saronj;, Mrs. Bon- 


nano's first husband. 


When Sarony established his photo- 


graph gallery in New York, he conceiv- 
ed the idea of advertising his business 
by placing in prominent locations sam- 
ples of his work. There were profes- 
sional beauties and handsome actresses 
in those days, just as there are in these 
days, but Sarony never found a more 
inspiring subject than his own wife, 
and he used to delight to make pictures 
of her in all sorts of artistic attitudes 
and in all sorts of garb to which her 
remarkable figure and charming features 
best lent themselves. 
So it came about 


that hundreds if not thousands of pho- 
tographs were taken of Mrs. Bonnano 
before her first husband died. These 
photographs extend over a period of 
many years, showing Mrs. Bonnatao in 
the flush of youth and up to the maturi- 
ty of her personal charms. They make 
a remarkable collection that is highly 
prized by members of her 'family. Not 
only was Mrs. Bonnano photographed 
often, but her picture was painted and 
sketched hundreds of times. Sarony 
himself drew her portrait in charcoal 
or crayon at every opportunity.—Phila- 
delphia Press. 


OLD ST. JOHN'S CHURCH. 


Historically It Ig Among the Most Inter- 


esting Churche* In the Country. 


Historically and in the relics of the 


past which it contains few if any 
churches in America are more interest- 
ing than old St. John's at Portsmouth, 
N. H. The founding of the parish dates 
from 1688, but the present edifice is 
modern. It was built in 1806, and the 
good man who preached the dedication 
sermon described it as a work of stu- 
pendous magnitude. It is not, however, 
the building which attracts us, but its 
belongings. Here we see the old prayer 
book, w^jh the prayer for the president 
pasted over that for the king; the 
"Vinegar" Bible, of which only 40 
copies were printed, and but five of 
which are in the United States. The 
bell which calls the parish to prayers is 
a capture from Louisbnrg, and, although 
twice recast, once byPaai Revere, since 
its voice was heard in its foreign home, 
it is y£t the same old bell. An arm- 
chair, which stands behind tbe altar 
rail was a gift from Queen Caroline, 
but is now known as the Washington 
chair, having been occupied by the first 
president of the United States when he 
attended service in the old church. 


Admiral Farragut was buried from 


St. John's, and the reading table is 
made of wood from his flagship. A 
strange bit of treasure trove is the 
heavy porphyry font taken from an old 
church in Portsmouth and captured by 
the English from the French off the 
coast of Africa. Every Sunday 12 loaves 
of bread are placed upon this font and 
distributed to 13 old women, in accord- 
ance with the terms of one Theodore 
Eccleston's last will and testament, and 
because of a gift by will the church is 
still heated by wood fires.—Nashua (N. 
H.) Telegraph.^_^

GREAT INOEEABE IH CUE EIPOBTS. 


Volume of Oar Trade to Africa HM 


Quintupled la the Iiaat Ten Yearn. 
Gala In Itoolt», Blcyclei, Typewrit- 
er! aad Builder*' Hardware — Bltf 
Increase In the Laat Year. 
An evidence of the gains which 


American manufacturers and producers 
are making in their export trade in di- 
rect competition with those of European 
nations is found in some recent figures 
on the trade of South Africa. The Brit- 
ish and South African Gazette, which 
has just reached the bureau of statistics 
at Washington, publishes a series of ar- 
ticles on the imports into South Africa, 
in which it shows that American im- 
ports are making a greater proportion 
of gains than those from Great Britain. 
The exports of British manufacturers 
from the Onited Kingdom to South 
Africa in February, 1899, are shown to 
be $32,500 in excess of those for the 
same month of 1896, while our own ex- 
port figures to British Africa show an 
increase in February of the present year 
of |362,941 over February of last year, 
the general increase in our exports to 
Africa during the eight months ending 
with February being about $1,000,000 
as compared with the corresponding 
months of the preceding year. The re- 
port of The Export Gazette further 
shows that tbe exports of British manu- 
factures from the United Kingdom to 
South Africa in February, 1899, are 
£98,856, or $469,280, below the amount 
for 1897, while the figures of our own 
export trade for February, 1899, show 
exports to Africa of about $350,000 in 
excess of those for February, 1897. 


No feature of the remarkable develop- 


ment of our foreign commerce has been 
more striking than the increase of late 
in exports to Africa, which are now five 
times as much annually as they were a 
decade ago and nearly three times what 
they were in 1895. In 1889 the total 
exports from the United States to Africa 
were $3,496,5015, in 1898 they were 
$17,515,730, and in 1899 they are, up 
to the present time, approximately $1,- 
000,000 in excess of last year's figures. 


The variety and quantity of Ameri- 


can goods demanded in Africa are in- 
teresting and in many cases surprising. 
Of boots, maps and engravings, for in- 
stance, the exports to Africa in the 
eight months ending with February, 
1899, 
were $46,940 in value, against 


$13,864 in the corresponding months of 
the preceding year and f 20,248 in the 
corresponding months of 1891, showing 
a rapid gain in tbe demand for our 
books and other printed matter. Of bi- 
cycles the exports to .Africa in the 
eight months ending with .February 
were $120.988, against $75,160 in the 
corresponding months cf 1897: Esports 
of builders' hardware, which in the 
eight months enditfg' with February, 
1898, were $137,704 in value, were in 
the corresponding months of 1898-9 
$169,221. Of typewriters tbe sales to 
Africa in the eight months ending with 
February. 1899, were $24,663.in value, 
against $18,340 in the corresponding 
months of 1898, and $18,101 in the cor- 
responding months of 1897. American 
boots and shoes are slowly g'aining in 
popularity in Africa, the value of the 
exports of these articles in the eight 
months ending with February, 1899, 
being $61,703, against $57,262 in the 
corresponding months of last year. 
American cottonseed oil hag rapidly in- 
creased in popularity in • that part of 
tbe world, tbe exports to Africa in the 
eight months ending with February, 
1899, being 868,401 gallons, against 
647,933 in the corresponding months of 
the fiscal year 1898 and 389,387 gallons 
in the corresponding months of 1897. 


Exportations of lard to Africa, which 


in the eight months ending with Feb- 
ruary, 1897, were 895,984 pounds, in- 
creased to 1,249,242 pounds in the cor- 
responding months of 1898, ard 1,924,- 
182 pounds in the corresponding months 
ending with February, 1899. Exports 
of lumber to Africa increased frotd $27,- 
647 in the eight months ending with 
February, 1898, to $95,042 in the cor- 
responding months of 1898-9.

A Century Old Newspaper That lit 


markiibly Well Preserved. 


Mr. Glenn Brown, tho architect, has 


an interesting relio in tba shape of au 
old newspaper, probably one cf the old- 
est publications to bo found in this 
country. It is The Virginia Gazette 
and Alexandria Advertiser, publisher! 
in Alexandria. The copy is dated Thurs- 
day, April 25, 1798. The motto of the 
paper, which, is printed under the title, 
is as follows: 
0 thoii l>y v/hd'O almiglit.y nod the scale 
Of empires rises or alternate falls, 
Send forth the saving virtues round this landl 


There is no mention made of the 


names of tbS publishers or editors, bub 
an advertisement, which is inserted, 
asks for rags, old seines, fishing nets 
and the like to be brought to the office, 
so that paper can be made from it. 
From this it would seem that the firm 
manufactured its owu paper. 


In the news columns, which form but a 


small portion of the paper, the adver- 
tisements covering a greater part, is a 
dispatch dated London, Feb. 25 pre- 
vious, giving an account of an insurrec- 
tion in Ireland. There are also publish- 
ed Paine's reasons for preserving the 
life of Louis Capet. The plan of the 
new French constitution is given, and 
a number of dispatches from Paris ap- 
pear. 


One of the roost interesting advertise- 


ments in the paper is that of a lottery. 
It states that it will be given by the 
commissioner appointed to prepare the 
public buildings, etc., within the city 
of Washington for the reception of con- 
gress and for tbeir permanent residence 
after the year 1800. - Samuel Blodgett 
was the agent for the affair in this city. 
The capital prize -was a hotel, with all 
furnishings, valued at $50,000. There 
were cash prizes of $25,000, the whole 
amounting to $350,000. The lottery, 
by the way, was never held, as much 
opposition was developed against it. 
Samuel Blodgett was the one whose 
heirs claimed a large portion of the na- 
tional capital. 


There are several advertisements for 


runaway slaves, offering rewards of 
from $6 to $16. There is an offer of a 
reward of $40, which would seem large 
compared with those offered for the 
runaway slaves, for eight bushels of 
clover seed, stolen from Mount Vernon. 
The advertisement goes on to state that 
tbe clover • seed was stolen from the 
granary and is supposed to have been 
taken by negroes. It is signed by An- 
thony Whiting, who was Washington's 
overseer. 


There is an advertisement in tbe pa- 


per of the celebrated horse Eclipse, from 
which many of tbe thoroughbred horses 
of the present clay have descended. 
There is also an advertisement of the 
bpening of tbe city tavern at the sign 
of the "Bunch of Grapes" by John 
Wise. 
The statement is made that 


northern and southern mails will arrive 
at the office until Nov. 1 on Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Fridays at G p. m. 


On ouo of the pages is a song com- 


posed for Lodge No. 10 "of Charles- 
town," commonly called Portobacco. 


The paper consists of four pages of 


four columns each. The size of the 
sheets is about 12 by 18 inches. The 
paper was published Thursdays of each 
week. The s's were all like f 's. The 
paper has been remarkably well pre- 
served.—Washington Star.

Dnck Egg* In »n Albumen Factory. 
Near Chingkiang, China, is a great 


albumen factory for tho utilization of 
the duck eggs which are produced, in 
that region in enormous quantities, 
flocks of 4,000 and 5,000 ducks being 
by no means uncommon. The eggs are 
broken at the rate of from 40,000 to 
60,000 per day by women, who separate 
the white from the yolk, tbe former be- 
ing carefully cleaned and dried until 
they resemble fish glue, when they are 
packed in 400 pound oases lined with 
zinc. Tba yolks are passed through 
sieved into 25 gallon receptacles, mix«d 
witb * salt and borax solution, packed 
in 500 ponnct barrels and used in Europe 
for preparing and dressing articles of 
superior quality. Tbe albumen finds a 
ready market in England, Franco and 
Germany for dyea for the best cotton 
goods.— Philadelphia Press. 


He I» • nislfDUcipllmnrlan Who ID 


Unlvernnlly &oved and Supported 
by HI* Comrade*—How lie Gained 
the Friendship of an Enemy by HU 
Kiniliiemi. 
Captain Coghlan, whose recent after 


dinner utterances are said to have em- 
barrassed the authorities at Washing- 
ton, ia one of those men so fall of hu- 
man impulse as to be very difficult to 
portray on paper. He is a native of 
Kentucky, but at an early age his fami- 
ly moved to Illinois, and it was from 
that state t>.at 1)0 received his appoint- 
ment to tho Naval academy. He was 
recognized as one cf the best men in 
his class. One of his rlaswnates ami 
best friends is Captain Wilds, who 
commanded the Boston at the Manila 
fight. 


Coghlan left tbe Naval academy in 


1863. 
In May of that year he was mado 


an ensign and attached to the steam 
sloop Sacramento. Two years later he 
was eleva-ted to the rank of master, 
now unused, and assigned to the old 
Brooklyn, tho flagship of tho south At- 
lantic squadron. In November, 1866, 
he was commissioned lieutenant; in 
March, 1868, lieutenant commander, 
and became a full commander in Febru- 
ary: 1883. Going back, he was execu- 
tive officer of the Pawnee in 1867, and 
of the steam frigate Gnerriere in 1868. 
In the year following he went to the 
sailing sloop Portsmouth, from which 
he was later transferred to the Rich- 
mond on the European station. He com- 
manded the Sangus for one year and the 
Colorado for another cruise. For two 
years he was in command of the Monon- 
gahela on the Asiatic station. When he 
was made a full commander, he was 
first assigned to the Adams, on which, 
he remained from 1883 to 1886. The 
next two years found him in command 
of the Pacific navy yard at Mare island, 
California. Then, after two years on 
the Mohican, he was made inspector of 
ordnance at League island, Philadel- 
phia. In 1896 he was made a captain 
and placed in command of the Raleigh. 
Captain Coghlan was tried ,by a court 
martial in 1890 at Mare island for hav- 
ing criticised the conduct of tbe navy 
department in a letter to the Vallejo 
(Cal.) Chronicle. He pleaded not guilty 
and was acquitted. He was recommend- 
ed for a promotion of six points in the 
list of captains for his gallant work un- 
der Dewey at Manila. 


That is his record in the navy, told in 


the naval register—brief and statistical. 
It gives little idea of the man's real 
characteristics. In stature he is quite 
short, hardly over 5 feet 5. His hair 
and rather heavy mustache are white. 
His -eyes, quick and sparkling, are cov- 
ered with large spectacles. He is a bun- 
dle of energy, sometimes remaining two 
nights and three days without sleep, 
especially when his ship is under stress 
of heavy weather at sea. In bringing 
the Raleigh from the Azores to Bermuda 
he did not sleep for 72 hours. 


A man of .splendid physical endur- 


ance, he is also a rigid disciplinarian. 
There is a great element of kindness in 
bis make up, however, and the bluff, 
straightforward manner ill conceals a 
sympathetic heart. He is universally 
loved and, supported by those who have 
served with him or under him, and in 
this particular instance every officer on 
his ship was eager the other day to 
come to "the old man's" defense. 


One instance of Captain Coghlan's 


largeness of heart, an incident which, 
has never been told before, will serve to 
illustrate the type of man he is. On the 
day after the battle of Manila, with 
blood and conquest still uppermost in 
his thoughts, he was sent by Admiral 
Dewey to Corregidor island to force its 
surrender. Upon demanding the capitu- 
lation, he learned that the wife of the 
Spanish commandant, a woman of posi- 
tion and refinement, was in very deli- 
cate health. He not only showed the 
commatidant every consideration," even 
permitting him to go to Manila on bis 
own parole, but sent to the sick, starv- 
ing and frightened wife reassurances of 
safety, together with a case of cham- 
pagne and other delicacies from his pri- 
vate stores. 


Captain Coghlan has a wife and one 


child—a son, who has just reached his 
majority. Mrs. Coghlan, who is now 
at the Waldorf-Astoria, is a woman of 
great personal charm and cleverness. 
Before her marriage she was Miss Julia 
Barbdtir of Terre Haute, Ind., where 
Captain Coghlan, then a young officer, 
met her while she was still attending 
school at a'convent. Their son, Graham 
Coghlan, is in the employ of the Pacific 
Mail Steamship company and is now 
cruising 'between San Francisco and 
Panama. 


At the Army and Navy club in New 


York the other day Captain Coghlan's 
utterances a,nd the importance that had 
fceen attached to them were the one sub- 
ject of conversation. 
There was a 


•unanimous appeal in behalf of the Ra- 
leigh's commander. 
General W. D. 


Whipple said in speaking of the mat- 
ter: 


"I see no impropriety in what Cap- 


tain Cq«hlan has done. When it is re- 
membered that he waa at a private din- 
ner, among old friends, it is easy to un- 
derstand that he would tell stories of 
the campaign at Manila which he did 
not expect to reach the newspapers. It

way these old machines are valuable to 
the company, but, in truth, they are of 
use only as arguments in forcing a, sale. 
In the standard makes of machines there 
is supposed to be absolutely no cut in 
prices, and the only way that a seeming 
reduction can be made is by taking in 
an old machine and allowing for it. 
The company does this not for the sake 
of getting the machine, bat for the sake 
of making a trade. Once the old timer 
is in their possession it is broken up and 
sold to a junk dealer. 


The companies know, of course, that 


a large number of the families who 
turn in old machines said to have been 
bought by them before the flood really 
como from the secondhand stores and 
cost only $1. At this rate the buyer gets 
an allowance of $10, which, deducting 
the $1, leaves net $9. If there does hap- 
pen to bo an old one in the possession of 
the family, the whole $10 is realized.—

FOMENTATIONS. 


How to Prepare Them When No Hot 


Water Is at Hand. 


Fomentations of hot or cold water are 


often very useful, uud every one should 
know how to give them. A flannel cloth 
may be folded, wrung out of hot or cold 
vfRter as is desired and applied directly 
to the skin. It is much better after 
wringing oat the flannel as dry as de- 
sired to fold it in a dry flannel cloth' of 
one or two thicknesses before applying 
it to the paticftt. A little time is re- 
quired for the heat of tho fomentation 
to penetrate the dry flannel, and thca 
the skin is allowed an opportunity to 
acquire tolerance for the heat, and a 
higher degree of temperature can be 
borne if tbo moist cloth is bronght di- 
rectly into contact with the surface. 
Tho outer fold of dry flannel will also 
serve to keep the cloth warm by pre- 
venting evaporation. 


A hot fomentation is sometimes need- 


ed when no hot water is at hand. It is 
not necessary to wait for water to be 
heated in the usual way. Soak the flan- 
nel in cold water, wring as dry as de- 
sired, fold in a newspaper and lay upon, 
the stove or wrap it about the stove- 
pipe. In a few minutes it will be as 
warm as the patient can bear. The pa- 
per keeps the pipe from 
becoming 


moistened by the wet flannel and at 
the same time prevents the flannel from 
being soiled by contact with tbe pipe. 


Fomentations thoroughly applied will 


relieve most of the local pains for which, 
liniments, lotions and poultices are gen- 
erally applied and are greatly to be pre- 
ferred to these remedies since- they are 
cleaner and aid nature more effectually 
in restoring the injured parts to a Bound 
condition. 


The fomentation may be changed fre- 


quently, and after it has been removed 
massage may be given either by the per- 
son himself or another, 
so as to 


strengthen the part and promote a bet- 
ter circulation of blood in it.—Ex- 
change.

These scoundrels 
acted as agents and secretly agitated

Assistant Engineer Allen of the Amer- 


ican.lina steamer Waesland, which ar- 
rived at her dock in Philadelphia re- 
cently from Liverpool, brought with 
him a rather peculiar story, an experi- 
ence which befell him in that city just 
previous to the sailing day of the, voy- 
age just completed. 
Tho incidents re- 


lated by the engineer on the voyage 
across were of such an unusual nature 
that he was forced to tell them again 
and again, and the truth of the atory ia 
vouched for by all the officers of the 
vessel, including Captain Ehoff. 


Mr. Allen has a pretty little house in 


Liverpool, sitnated about one mile 
from the docks, where bis wife and 
child live.

Won't Be Able to Raise 


Money For Current 


Expenses. 


ASSESSORS HAVE BEEN TOO SLOW 


Next Year, According to Law, Only 


$12 on $1,000 Can Be Raised. 


and Valuation Has Not Been 


Increased to Meet New 


Conditions 


The city njay find itself in a tight 


placu by next year. If it does it will 
come on account of the city valuation 
and the fact that the assessors have 
not increased the city valuation to meet 
the new demands that will be. made 
January 1, 1900. 


Whtu North Adams was incorporated 


a city a section of the charter, section 
49, was framed for a very important 
purpose. The section reads: ''The pro- 
visions of chapter 312 of the acts of the 
year 1S95 and acts in amendment there- 
to and in adaitkm thereto shall not 
apply to the city of North Adams un- 
til the first day of January in the year 
1900." 


The provisions of the law which this 


section of the charter exempted this 
city from until the time stated are in 
regard to the taxable valuation of the 
property of cities. The act provides 
that the taxes of cities shall not ex- 
ceed $12 on the $1000 of valuation, and if 
further provides 
that the 
valuation 


shall not be placed higher when this 
act takes place than the average of 
the valuations for the three years pre- 
ceeding the time at which the law takes 
effect. This is the point oil which this 
city shall stumble. 


The 
section of the charter 
above 


quoted exempted tho oily of North Ad- 
ams from this valuation law until the 
iBginning of next year and the purpose 
.f this exemption was to allow the city to 
gradually bring the valuation up to the 
point at which the application of the 
aw would be no hardship. If the law 
had gone irwo uileei at the time the 
city was incorporated all the money 
hat could have been raised by taxa- 
tion -would lia\ e been 
tho 
amount 


which $12 on, the $1000 would have 
given. It can easily be seen that this 
.vould have cut the city's revenue for 
current expenses away below the sum 
that the city could have easily gotten 
along with. The valuation of the city 
was low and tho tax rate high. 


Now the time allowed for the adjust- 


ment to the new conditions is about 
over and the city is not in much bet- 
ter shape to meet the requirements of 
the valuation law,t which takes effect, 
according to the charter, at the be- 
ginning of next year. 
The assessors 


have not been increasing the valuation 
as rapidly as was necessary to meet 
the coming emergency and when thgy 
come to make the assessments next 
year all that can possibly be assessed is 


2 on the $1000, the valuation to be no 


higher than tho average of the valua- 
tions of this yriVh iapt year and the 
year before. 
This amount of tax on 


this average of valuations would by 
no means meet the current expenses, 
omitting the money paid on the city 
debt, the state and county tax, \\ hich 
the law excludes from the $12 limit. 
The city is spending now and cannot 
well help spending for current expenses 
about S14 or $16 on $1000 of the present 
valuation.

would

down the city's revenue for current 
expenses between $35,000 and $40,000. 


This is a matter that is getting the 


serious attention of the administration 
A way out of the difficulty is now being 
looked for. There are two or three pos- 
sible ways. One is to run the valua- 
tion away up this year and let the tax 
ra.tc drop so that the high valuation of 
this year will help increase the average 
of the three years that must be taken 
as the basis of subsequent valuation.

A man has a 
right to defend his home against in- 
truders, but the judge thought that 
the evidence did not show clearly that 
the shpoting was done while the two 
men were in the house. The shot that 
struck Collins seemed to -have been 
fired after the men were outside, and 
if this were allowed to go under the 
head of defending the

would be no end to the shootings that 
would result. He therefore would find 
Gardner guilty of assault.

No Doubt That It Exists, but It 


Difficult to Obtain. 


Jeruegan Prooeai Declared 


to Be a Fake. 


Plant of Electrolytic Marina Salts Company 


For Sale at a Discount 


Boston, May K.—The Herald says thai 


Professor Carmlcliael, the expert ap- 
pointed by the committee in charge ot 
the liquidation of th« Electrolytic Ma 
rine S.-l s company, has submitted a 
fcen:!-oincial report of his experiments. 


So far as tha Jernegan process ig con- 


cerned, the professor does not hesitate 
to say, in substance, that it Is a fake. 
Ha admits that it is possible to find, 
traces of gold in the .accumulator de- 
vised by Jernogan, but these traces are 
so vague as to be hardly worth men- 
tioning, 
except as a scientific 
fact. 


There is so little gold to be found that it 
ivould not pay to operate the plant upon 
that system. 


President Arthur B. Ryan, who it now 


at Lubec, has at last been converted to 
the idea that thV so-called Jernegan 
process is a failure. 
He has insisted 


that his independent Investigations as- 
sured him that by the Jernegan process 
It was possible to take gold from sea 
water at a profit.

WEATHER 
AND CROPS. 


Prevailing Conditions During Past Week Have 


Advanced Season Rapidly. 


Boston, May 3.—The following climate 


ana crop 'bulletin is issued by the United 
States department of agriculture, New 
England section, for the week ending 
Monday: 


The week has been characterized by 


unusual -warmth for the season, abun- 
dant sunshine and greatly deficient pre- 
cipitation. Average number 
of clear 


days two, partly gcloudy tlhree, cloudy 
two. Although more cloudiness is re- 
ported than during the previous week, 
the clouds have not obscured sunshine 
to much extent, except on one day. ', 


On four days the temperature has been 


summer like, registering in the SO's over 
a large portion of the district. In the 
northern interior and in parts of western 
sections the minimum temperatures have 
ranged between 29 degrees and 32 de- 
grees on several mornings without dam- 
aging frosts. 


The weekly mean temperature for the 


district at large is 53 degrees, or 6 de- 
grees above the mean of the previous 
week. 


Some sections of New England have 


been entirely without precipitation in 
the past week. In other locaJities not 
more than a "trace" has fallen, and the 
maximum amounts reported are gener- 
ally, less than .25 of an inch. The rain- 
fall occurred mostly during the evening 
and nighi of the 25th, principally in the 
form of thunder storms. In Middlesex 
and Essex counties of Massachusetts 
and in southeastern New Hampshire 
these electrical disturbances were se- 
vere. 


The prevailing weather conditions 


have advanced the season rapidly. In 
northern sections the season is still con- 
siderably ibehind-the average, but a gen- 
eral activity will result if the present 
weather continues. Some snow Is yet 
seen on the hills and in the woods. It has 
practically disappeared from fields. Re- 
ports as to farming operations are vari- 
able. On "early" grounds some plant- 
ing has been accomplished. 


In the southern section the week has 


been ideal for agricultural operations. 
The plow is being extensively used, and 
planting potatoes, onions, and various 
early, crops has continued. Nearly all 
correspondents speak of the need of rain 
for pastures and planted ground. In the 
Connecticut river valley bottom lands 
are flooded.

Bay State Legislature. 


Boston, May 3.—After a hearing on 


the Dumond bill to make the present 
license limitation in Boston 1000 licensed 
places instead of 1000 licenses, the legis- 
lative committee on rul«s voted unani- 
mously to report in favor of admitting 
the measure. A four-fifths vote is neces- 
sary to effect this. When the bill reached 
the house nhe rules were suspended eo 
that it waa referred to the license com- 
mittee. 


The house refused to negative the ad- 


verse report of the judiciary committee 
on the bill amending the employers' 
liability act. A bill on the same line was 
tabled, and the bill relating to the as- 
sumption of risks by employes went over. 
Mr. Blood of Fitohiburg «poke for the 'bill, 
which provides that thf. breaking of any 
part or equipment of f. train or car shall 
be deemed prima facie evidence of negli- 
gence on the part of the corporation 
owning or managing the road. The bill 
was substituted for the adverse report. 


The bill to revise the charter of the city 


of Fall River was passed to be engrossed; 
then the bill limiting Ohe height of build- 
ing to 100 feet was amended so as to 
exempt gas holders, and. was then or- 
dered to a third reading.

Then Funston and his men got 
to work to finish what*-hey had under- 
taken. The other end of the rope was 
quickly fastened to a rough raft which

There was a pile of logs in the Dew- 


j eys' back yard at Montpelier, and one 
day George got hold of a powderhorn 
and decided to have a celebration. He 
and his chums bored a hole in one of 
the logs, put in a good Charge of pow- 
der, fired the fuse and ran for dear 
life. The explosion was not satisfacto- 
ry, so Master. Dewey marched up to in- 
vestigate. 
He went to pour another 


charge into the hole, when the powder 
exploded in his face. George made for 
the rain barrel and fell in head first. 
When he reappeared, he was minus 


hair and eyebrows, and his face was 
badly burned. 
Three days in bed 


brought him round all right.

this day Admiral Dewey remembers his 
first experience with gunpowder. 


A few years later, when George Dew- 


ey was a pupil of Zebina K. Panghorn 
in the public school at Montpelier, the 
admiral in embryo decided to head an 
organized revolt against established 
authority.

however, and Master Dewey received 
from his teacher a rawhiding that he 
remembered for many a long day. But 
this was the only licking that Dewey 
ever got!

"article" is the Monroe doctrine. But 
much as it is talked about the circum- 
stances which gave rise to its first 
enunciation are not any ioo- well known. 


The occasion for Monroe's now fa- 


mous message was the proposed action 
of Russia, Austria and Prussia, the 
three powers constituting the "holy al- 
liance," which resulted in the forma- 
tion of an alliance in 1815 for the avow- 
ed purpose of protecting and spread- 
ing the Christian religion. Such altru- 
istic pretensions, however, were a mere 
blind. The real object of the alliance 
was to check and if possible sweep 
back the rising tide of republicanism, 
which had not only become well estab- 
lished in America, but was then threat- 
ening to invade the sanctities of Eu- 
ropean courts. Among other things it 
was proposed to restore Spanish domin- 
ion in South America, and France had 
already thrown in her Influence with 
the allied powers, and the answer of 
England was waited for. It was real- 
ly England's refusal to be a party in 
any such 
anti-American 
movement 


which prompted Monroe to defy Europe 
with his now famous message.

SMdom since the remote days of the building of the pyramid of Cheops has such 
extraordinary quarrying been attempted. To move the big Salem block the 
modern engineer could call to his assistance the electric motor and the steam 
engine, but just how those early Egyptian workmen quarried their tremendous 
blocks of syenitic granite and transported them from the quarries of Assuan 
without the modern crane and donkey engine is still a problem for nineteenth 
century engineers to worry- over.

Of all places in the sreat empire of China none is more interesting at 


present than the city of Peking, the forbidden city and the capital of the 
dragon empire, now patrolled by European seamen. For the first time in the 
history of the country sailors and marines from foreign ships have passed 
through the big gates, and are stationed on guard at the different legations in- 
side the ancient wall. 


Peking can truly be said to be a city within a city. The whole place is 


surrounded by a great wall many feet in height and wide enough to permit 
several men-mounted .on .horses to ride abreast. Within the old walls are 
several cities separated from one another by gigantic masonry, through whose 
thicknesses are the gates which connect the city in which the emperor lives 
with the lesser settlements in which are the homes of the state officials and 
princes. 


The old wall which surrounds the great city was bui.lt many centuries ago 


and is a marvel in construction. It ranges in height from 20 to 30 feet and has 
buttresses at distances of about 60 yards apart. It passes over the hills and 
down into the valleys that surround the city, while directly in the center of the 
town looms up the wall which prohibits ingress to the prohibited inclosure 
wherein exists that miserable man who is known as the emperor of China.

The experiences of the men in Cuba 


are too well remembered to need even 
brief review. The two months were 
times that themen can never forget, 
with the horrors of battle and camp in 
a tropical country without any suitable 
provision. The battle of El Caney was 
on the first day of July, where the Sec- 
ond regiment distinguished itself, as 
the friends at home were confident they 
would if the opportunity came. . 


Some of the men were sent home 


ahead of the company, being unable to 
stand the strain to which they were 
put. But the main part of the company 
reached quarantine August 19, with 
four dead on the trip, making the total 
dead of the company to that time nine. 


The company was in camp at Mon- 


tauk not quite two weeks, and on. the 
afternoon of August 27 there returned to 
Adams and this city 37 men out of the 
76 who left South Framingham. Onu 
was left on the way in th^ Springfield 
hospital. 


From that time to this the men have 


suffered from the effects of the terrible 
experience. 
At the present time some 


of them are in the hospitals in Boston, 
and while some of the men have been 
able to return to their ordinary occu- 
pations, it is safe to say that none are 
entirely free from cUseas*'as a result of 
the campaign which began a year ago 
today.

The orders 
include- provisions for paving State 
street from Main to the river and Union 
street -between the two bridges, with 
vitrified brick, and the putting in. of 
the necessary curbings. The order for 
borrowing money provides for the bor- 
rou'ing of $],",000 for paving at the low- 
est possible rate to be paid in five equal 
annual payments, from. 1900 to 1904 in- 
elushe. 


The sewer work was not specified, 


and the order introduced was for the 
sum of $21,000, to be borrowed at the 
lowest possible rate and paid in yearly 
installments from 1900 to 1929 inclusive. 
This is $9,000 less than was provided 
for sewer work last year. The finance 
committee has all the orders under 
consideration.
